the Granite City Steel blast 
furnace division three Weeks 
ahead of schedule 

Procedures followed in the 
mammoth task, invelving as 
many as 220 construction 
workers, are credited with 
saving a quarter-million dollars 
for the Granite City Steel 
division, a subsidiary of 
National Steel Corp. 

In addition, by completing the 
project Nov. 3.after four months 
of work, the contractors and 
crafts enabled the local plant to 
provide a greater portion of its 
fall-and-winter coke supply 
instead of buying added 
amounts. The savings are 
estimated at 15,000 tons over the 
three-week period. 


The project was discussed 
with the Press-Record this 
week by Robert D. McBride, 
Granite City Steel president, 
who said the task was com- 
pleted faster than expected 
and at an economical cost, 
with full adherence to 
required quality standards. 

He and John G. Despo, vice 
president-engineering, said 
they are highly pleased with 
the outcome and believe it 
disproves the 
circulated assertion that this 
region has unfavorable labor 
conditions. 

Sharing in the praise ac- 
corded the craft unions are 
Granite City Steel's coke oven 
experts, the consultants who 
took part in the planning, and 
the contractor and sub- 
contractors. 

The local coke ovens total 137.

Pastor shot 
in robbery 


The Rev. Dennis Rutledge, 
pastor of Central Christian 
Church, 2020 Johnson Road, was 
shot on the right leg during a 
robbery attempt at Jill and 
Carlson avenues at 9:20 p.m. 
Wednesday. 

Rev. Rutledge, who resides at 
209 Fortune Drive, was taking 
a walk with his small daughter 
Lorretta, when he turned from 
Jill Avenue onto Carlson 
Avenue and was stopped by a 
youth who displayed a revolver 
and told him to hand over his 
wallet, police were told 

The would-be —_ robber 
demanded the wallet several 
times and Rev. Rutledge told 
him no. 

He said the youth then pulled 


the trigger of the revolver and 
the hammer clicked, but did not 
fire. The youth then pointed the 
gun down and fired again and it 
discharged, the bullet entering 
Rev. Rutledge’s lower inside 
right leg. 

The youth then walked away 
and Rev. Rutledge and his 
daughter walked to a friend's 
house nearby where police were 
called. 

Rev. Rutledge was taken to 
St. Elizabeth Hospital where x- 
rays showed the bullet lodged in 
his leg. He was admitted. 

The robber was about 5 feet, 
10 inches tall, weighed about 160 
pounds, had long blond hair and 
wore blue denim pants and 
jacket, Rev. Rutledge said.

Final arrangements for the 
location of a steel processing 
plant in the Maeras Industrial 
Park at Madison bave been 
made, the Madison City Council 
was told by Mayor Mike Sasyk 
during a regular meeting 
Tuesday night. 

“We will be ready by the next 
council meeting to announce 
full details of the new operation, 
Sasyk said. Final plans have 
been made and right now we are 
double checking all the 
technicalities to make sure 
everything is set. The plant 
will employ about 85 persons, to 
begin with, and will employ 
about 200 within two years,” he 
added. 

“Representatives from a 
second steel processing plant 
have talked to me about pur- 
chasing 30 acres in Nameoki 
Township and the possible 
annexation of the property to 
the city. 


Fourteen Granite City Steel 
employes were affected by 
carbon. monoxide gas which 
escaped into the air during 
valve replacement work at the 
boiler house in the blast furnace 
division just before noon

Five employes were admitted 
to St. Elizabeth Hospital, three 
of them to the intensive care 
unit, after the accident.

«School teachers received little 
esteem 


Most people considered them 
to be a group of frustrated old 
maids and Ichabod Cranes. 

As one historian put it, “The 
man who was disabled to such 
an extent that he could not 


usually made schoolmasters out 
of these, and thus got what work 
they could out of them.” 

‘The popular attitude toward 
teachers was explicit in the 
adage “Them that can, does; 
them that can’t teaches.”’ 

The dynamic growth in 
American society stimulgted by 
industrialism and urbanization 
contained few related rewards 


pression in the desire to 
professionalize and to organize 
at the turn of the century. 
Teachers were aware that the 
“learned” or “liberal” 
professions, specifically doctors 
and lawyers, achieved their 
prestige by first establishing a 
high public regard for their 
technical competence and good 


typified by the Chicago teacher 
who commanded her class 
while drilling them in concert: 
“Don't stop to think; tell me 
what you know!” 

But in the 1880s and ’90s, a 
new approach to teaehing was 
focused in the training imparted 
at the world-famous Cook 
County Normal School under 
the directorship of Col. Francis 
Wayland Parker. 

Reacting against méthanical 
teaching methods, he led a 
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begin the replacement of the 
teacher as drillmaster with that 
of the democratic classroom 
guided by a creative artist who 
motivated each cljild to attain 
his highest potential. 

He was joined in his efforts by 
John Dewey and Mrs. Ella 
Flagg Young at the University 
of Chicago. 

The ‘‘new education” turned 
out teachers who were more 


faith, and, second, by retaining 
a large measure of control over 
their occupations. 

The problem of 
professionalization was real, 


movement among those who 
trained teachers to prepare 
their students for the demands 
of an industrial age. 

The effect of his work was to 
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engage in manual Jabor— who 
was lame, too fat, too feeble, 
had the phthisic or had fits or 
‘was too ugly to work—well, they 


for teaching. 

But thé new forces did créate 
a self-consciousness on the part 
of teachers which found ex- 


professional and independent, 
and prone to organize to retain 
those qualities. 

The pioneer of the movement 
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was the Chicago Teachers’ 
‘Federation. 

It was the nation’s largest and 
most effective local teacher 
organization during the early 
years of the twentieth century. 

Formed in 1897, its mem- 
bership testified to the real 
standing of the profession by its 
excessive, mobility and low 
salaries. 

They found naive the belief 
that society would justly reward 
its servants without en- 
couragement. 

For the next 20 years under 
the leadership of Catherine 
Goggin and Margaret Haley, 
the CTF effectively cam- 
paigned to increase the welfare 
of its rhembers: for increased 
salaries and pensions; , for 
tenure; and for a democratic 
administrative structure within 
the Chicago school system, 

It won national fame by its 
successful crusade against 
corporate tax dodging, which 
allowed the city to add revenue 
to its treasury and to the public 

“schools. 


In 1902, the CTF affiliated 


-with the Chicago Federation of 
Labor (AF of L) against the 
protests of conservatives, and 
played an important part in a 
variety of progressive reforms 
in the city and the state. 

With more than 3,000 mem- 
bers during most of its first 
years, the CTF was assessed by 
Charles Merriam, a 
distinguished political scientist 
and first-hand observer of the 
Chicago teachers, when he 
said: 

“As a well-organized and 
aggressively led group, the 
Federation has had no superior 
among all the social groupings 
of the city...” 

Gradually, however, the CTF 
aroused antipathy; and in 
September 1915, the board of 
education forbade membership 
by its teachers in organizations 
affiliated with organized labor 
or having paid organizers. 

In June 1916, 38 teachers who 
were members of the CTF were 
dismissed. 

The legislature passed a law 

1917 granting permanent 
tenure to the teachers of 
Chicago, while establishing the 
administrative reforms which 


in 


the Federation had consistently, 


opposed. 





When the Ilinois Supreme 
Court upheld the board’s right 
to dismiss the teachers, the CTF 
yielded and’ withdrew its af- 
filiation with organized labor to 
secure the return to work of its 
colleagues. 

Along with many other 
organizations in America, the 
CTF and its leadership began to 
lose some of! its social vision 
after 1917, Sangamon State 
University researchers say. 

It campaigned vigorously for 
the election of William Hale © 
Thompson for mayor of 
Chicago, refused to return to the 
American (Federation of 
Teachers even after the 
situation would have permitted 
it, and halted its effective drive 
to “reform’’ the National 
Education Association at the. 
national level. Membership 
declined 

However, the organization 
survived the twenties, gathered 
strength in the depression, and 
left its legacy to both’ the 
American Federation. of 
Teachers and the National 
Education Association as the 
first effective example in 
Illinois of use of power to 
“improve the|teacher’s welfare 
and to advandg the profession.” 


National health insurance - 
said to be unlikely for now

SPRINGFIELD — Nation- 
al health insurance will not 
become a reality in the fore- 
seeable future, the president 
of the Illinois Medical Society 
predicts. 

Dr. Joseph H. Skom of 
Winnetka, president of the 
state society since April, has 
been touring the state. 

A feasible plan to fund a na- 
tional health care program 
has not been found, Skom 
said 

‘Congressmen I talk to all 
say the same thing,” said 
Skom. “Where's the money 
going to come from?” 

Skom .said the billions 
needed for such a program 
could not be taken from fed- 
eral revenues without in- 
creasing taxes. 

Congressmen he has 
spoken to oppose use of the 
Social Security program, al- 
ready in financial difficulties, 
to fund health insurance, ac- 
cording to Skom. 

A third alternative would 
be to reduce payments to 
physicians, hospitals and 
other providers of health 
care, he said. 

A national health care 
budget would be in the neigh- 
borhood of $135 billion, ac- 
cording to Skom, of which the 
physicians’ share would be 
“peanuts."* 

If payments were reduced 
to bring that total down, the 
number of persons and insti- 
tutions providing health care 
services would dwindle as 
they left the health care field, 
Skom warned. 


President-elect Jimmy 
Carter supported a national 
health care program during 
the election campaign. How- 
ever, for the reasons he out- 
lined, Skom ‘‘can’t see a sig- 
nificant change at the present 
Skom said there is concern 
that publicity concerning fed- 
eral payments of Medicaid 
funds to slum physicians will 
drive many honest physicians 
out of practice in those areas, 

The American Medical So- 
ciety has taken the position 
that where there is evidence 
of fraud, physicians or others 
should ‘be prosecuted and 
jailed 

Some physicians should be 
taken before the Illinois Med- 
ical Disciplinary Board if not 
prosecuted in the criminal 
courts, Skom said. 

The Disciplinary Board, 
which went into operation 
earlier this year, was pro- 
posed by the Illinois Medical 
Society, Skom said. The 
measure was vetoed by Gov. 
Dan Walker, but the legisla- 
ture overrode the veto. 

Skom said the board and its 
staff are beginning to act up- 
on cases of physicians, osteo- 
paths and chiropractors 
charged with violations of 
state standards. 

Skom expressed optimism 
over the Society’s future rela- 
tions with Gov.elect James 
Thompson. 

“T'm personally sure that 
‘Thompson will provide a free 
market place of ideas,” Skom 
said. He said he hopes 


Thompson will select fair- 
minded people to listen to 
ideas on regulations of the 
various departments. 

The Medical Society during 
the 1977 legislative session 
will seek changes in state law 
to set ceilings on the con- 
tingency fees lawyers may 
charge in damage suits, in-, 
cluding malpractice suits. 
Lawyers, when clients have 
no funds, charge a certain 
Percentage of any judgment 
ordered by the court for their 
clients. 

Malpractice victims often 

receive no more than 30 per 
cent of the damages awarded 
them after the lawyer’s fee 
and other costs of the court 
action have been paid, Skom 
said. _ 
The Society also will seek to 
shorten the time in which an 
alleged malpractice victim 
may file a suit. 

During the {1976 legislative 
session, attemipts were made, 
unsuccessfully, to limit con- 
tengency fees, The malprac- 
tice statute of limitations was 
reduced this year, but the 
Medical Society will attempt 
to reduce it further to two 
years, 

‘The Society! also will sup- 
port legislati¢n for compul- 
sory binding arbitration in 
malpractice cases. Malprac- 
tice legislation adopted this 
year included f provision for 
arbitration, but so far there 
have been no cases arbi- 
trated, according to Skem. 
The provision is written so it 
is ineffective, he said. 


Economists optimistic

The biggest fly in the oint- 
ment could be the govern- 
ment, “Should Washington 
opt for more economic stimu- 
lus to drive down unemploy- 
ment, the economy could be 
in real trouble a year from 
now,” said Cox. 

Robert J. Eggert, former 
economist for RCA Corp., 
who now publishes a newslet- 
ter, Blue Chip Economic In- 
dicators, from his new home 
in Sedona, Ariz., noted that 
the 31 ecohomists whom he 
polls on a regular basis have 
shaved their growth forecasts 
a little bit — but also have 
given a little haircut to their 
inflation predictions. 

The consensus of the 31 
forecasters is for real growth 
of 4.9 per cent next year, 
down from the August fore- 
cast of 5.1 per cent. But the

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According to a new study, 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville has had the 
largest number of students 
enrolled in'a conservation 
course of any coHege or 
university in the nation. 

SIUE, with an average of 
782.6 students per year enrolled 
in conservation over the past 20 
years, has more than twice the 
enrollment as the school having 
the second largest enrollment. 

The University of Miami at 
Coral Gables has the second 
largest number of students 
taking conservation, averaging 
461.9 students each year. 

“While not all that they do 
scholastically is done in the 
classroom, many college and 
university-based geographers 
owe part of their livelihood to 
their teaching of a long-popular 
geography course—the con- 
servation of natural resources. 

“Enrollments in this course 
are important to their well- 
being, and perhaps, in some 
cases, to their survival in 
academe,” James W. Vining, a 
professor at Western Illinois 
University who conducted the 
study, said. 

SIUE has gone far beyond the 
realm of simple survival, 
Vining found. “The superlative 
school in average conservation 
enrollments during the study 
period is Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville,” 
Vining said. 

One of the key questions 
addressed during the study was 
whether conservation had 
benefitted by the enviornmental 
awareness that swept the 
country beginning in. 1969 
Vining found that it had. 

The researchers discovered 
that the rash of new courses 
spurred by the growing interest 
in ecology did not result in a loss 
of students in the conservation 
course. In fact, beginning in 
1969-70, the percentage of 
students taking the geography 
course has grown rapidly 

“Conservation has been a 
major part of our geography 
program since the university 
was founded,” James Bridwell, 
chairman of the SIUE earth 
sciences and planning depart 
ment, said Tuesday. 

“We have people on the 
teaching staff who believe in 
conservation and are well- 
informed to teach it,” Bridwell 
said. "They keep it current, 
keep it relevant and keep it

The earth science professor at 
SIUE placed the beginning of 
the conservation movement in 
this country at the beginning of 
the 20th Century.

Theodore Roosevelt’ was the 
first president to make an 
impact on conservation Brid- 
well believes; however, he di 
little beyond taking stock of the 
diminishing supply of natural 
resources. It was during this 
term in office that the phrase, 

“economy of natural resour- 
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ces,” was coined. 

It took another Roosevelt in 
the White House to raise the 
nation's consciousness on the 
environmental issue again. 

Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
introduced several _ con- 
servation programs. They in- 
cluded the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps (CCC), Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority (TVA) 
an Works Progress 
Administration (WPA). 

These efforts were more 
concentrated on providing a 
“new deal” for the “forgotten 
man” and his employment than 
on protecting the environment. 

There have been ‘earth 
days” on college campuses and 
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other attempts at turning the 
nation’s attention to the 
resource depletion, but little 
came of it until recent years’ 
focus on ecology, Bridwell said, 
adding: 

“We arej-a throw-away 
society. Waste is‘the penalty of 
affluence. | 

“We have to become aware 
that our resources are limited 
and we have to conserve them. 

“One reason conservation is 
popular as a/subject with our 
students is tha tit is a ‘now’

Can you go without a cavity 
for years, yet be in grave 
danger of losing your teeth? 





mated that as many as 30 to 
50 per cent of those in the over 
55 age group don’t have any 
natural teeth left. 

The sooner you start prac- 
ticing some simple preven- 
tive measures, the better 
your chances of keeping your 
teeth and putting less money 
where your mouth is. About 
40 per cent of Americans re- 
portedly suffer from incipient 
gum disease by the time 
they’re 11 years old. John C. 
Greene, D.M.D., of the U.S. 
Public Health Service, points 
out that preventive care can 
be cheaper and more effec- 
tive when begun in childhood, 
while “...the treatment and 
control of advanced perio- 
dontitis in adults is one of the 
most costly of all regimens of 
professional care.” 

What can you do now to 
avoid a mouthful of trouble 
later? 

1. Note that according to 
the American Cancer Socie- 
ty, ‘Tobacco (not only ciga- 
rette) smokers have much 
higher rates of periodontal 
disease ... and trench mouth, 
an ulcerative condition of the 
gums characterized by bleed- 
ing, pain and foul odor, than 
do nonsmokers,” 

2. Be sure that what you 
chew on promotes the health 
of what you chew with. A 
leading nutritional research- 
er states: “It cannot be too 
strongly emphasized that all 
living cells associated in any 
way with the teeth, those in 
the gums, in the pulp of the 
teeth, in the periodontal 
membrane — all require 
complete nutrition. If all 
these cells are kept well and 
functioning, the teeth have 
maximum protection.” 

Some authorities say that 
even subclinical nutritional 
deficiencies may adversely 
affect oral tissue tone and re- 
sistance to infection or 
trauma. 

It's generally considered 
advisable to include foods re- 
quiring vigorous chewing to 
exercise and stimulate your 
oral tissues. 

3. Practice proper preven- 
tive oral hygiene to control 
plaque.

serve as a substitute. Ask 
your dentist or dental hygien- 
ist to demonstrate proper 
tooth and flossing 
techniques, and recommend 
a toothbrush best suited for 
you. Be sure to replace worn- 
out brushes. Shift brush posi- 
tion frequently when cleaning 
your teeth, and remember to 
also clean your tongue. When 
flossing, dentists recommend 
a gentle sawing’ motion to 
avoid injuring gum tissues. 
To aid in plaque removal, 
your dentist may advise us- 
ing a liquid or tablet disclos- 
ing agent which stains the 
plaque and makes it easier to 
see. It’s especially important 
to clean your teeth before

Veterans hospital care 


expanded under new 


Many changes have been 
made in the types of services 
which a Veterans 
Administration hospital may 
render as a result of the 
enactment of the Veterans 
Omibus Health Care Act of 1976 
(Public Law 94-581). 

‘The Act not only expanded 
and clarified ‘medical ser- 
vices" as provided by the VA, 
but extended the full range of 
these services to more 
veterans, officials said. 

‘A VA sokesman pointed out 
that new medical benefits for 
veterans with a _ service- 
connected disability rated 50 
per cent or more now may be 
treated at a VA outpatient 
facilty for any disability. 
Previously, optpatient or 
ambulatory care for any non- 
service-connected _ medical 
Problems had been limited to 
veterans with a service- 
connected disability rating of 80 
per cent or more. 

Such programs as outpatient 
care, rehabilitation, nursing 
home care, state homes, and 
alcohol abuse were restricted in 
some ways by the new 
legislation and expanded in 
others. 

‘One expansion brought about 
by the recent law was a 
broadened definition of 
“medical services” to include 
rehabilitative service, family 
mental bealth services twhen it 
relates to treatment or training 
of veterans with a service- 
connected disability) and a 
clear definition of when dental 
services may be furnished. 

VA's Civilian Health and 
Medical Services (CHAMPVA) 
was extended to the dependent 
survivors of veterans with a 
permanent and total service- 
connected disability who die of 
a non-service-connected cause. 
This program had _ been 
restricted to the families of 
those who die of a service- 
connected disability 

Following is a summary of 
the more important changes in 
outpatient care rules. 

(1) Veterans with 50 per cent 
or more service-connected 
disability now have the 
eligibility for outpatient care 
formerly reserved for those 
disabled by 80 per cent or more.

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Steel shot will eliminate 
waterfowl poisoning in '77 


Waterfowl hunters will make 
a major tradeoff next year in 
many areas of the Mississippi 
Flyway 

Most hunters already know 
that “‘steel” is coming to the 
flyway in '77, and many are 
uneasy. The tradeoff involves 
faithful shotguns and pride of 
ownership. It will mean 
breaking tradition — using a 
new type of ammunition. 

Use of steel shot will become 
a mandatory requirement in 
selected areas of the flyway. 
Lead loads which many hunters 
swear by will not be permitted 
for taking ducks, geese and 
coots in designated areas where 
the accumulation of lead shot 
from heavy gunning pressure is 
@ serious source of fatal lead 
poisoning for feeding water- 
fowl. 

The tradeoff: switch to steel 
shot and save birds 

The requirement was ordered 
by the U.S. Secretary .of the 
Interior to eventually eliminate 
lead poisoning in waterfowl. 

State game and fish agencies 
are working with officials of the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
in Washington, D.C., screening 
data on lead poisoning and the 
relationship to hunting pressure 
and lead deposits in problem 
areas 

In the next few weeks, areas 
proposed for steel shot will be 
made known to the hunting 
public by the Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 

The Fish and Wildlife Service 
and other agencies and 
researchers know that the new 
ruling bucks field tradition, and 
selling the concept on behalf of 
better conservation of water. 
fowl will not be a simple task. In 
fact, the road to the new steel 
era has been lined with 
resistance ever since the idea 
was first announced 

Flat criticism of the program 
a lawsuit against the Service. 
and quaint stories marked by 
grave doubt have clouded 
potential benefits of the steel 
shot program even before its 
implementation this year. in 
designated areas of the Atlantic 
Flyway, conservationists say 





Dr. Robert I, Smith, coor 
dinator of the program, has 
spent almost four years coor- 
dinating the program. He has 
spent most of his life with 
waterfowl and waterfow! 
hunters. 

I have no reservations about 





the steel shot program," he 
says. “It's not often that we 
have an opportunity to save 


wildlife. The hunter will benefit 
in the long run. So will water: 

fowl. Change is sometimes 
difficult, but it's all for the good 
of the birds we hunt. 

Dr Smith says ble 
evidence often is lacking 
because of the slow-death 
process that lead-poisoned birds 
go through before they finally 
perish. 

Hunters have told him that 
while they agree that there is a 
lead problem, many qualify 
their agreement by saying 
““But it’s not a problem where I 
hunt 

“This is a standard reaction,” 
the coordinator said. ‘‘Deaths 
from lead poisoning are difficult 
to observe in many areas 
Victims die slowly. It may take 
three or four weeks before a 
poisoned bird goes off in the 
weeds and dies, Or a predator

may eat it or a hunter may pick 
it up.” 

And many studies show that 
waterfowl are accumulating 
lead in their bodies. Two million 
die yearly from this cause. 

The motion that one will see 
many wild animals dying in the 
wilds is far-fetched to begin 
with, according to Smith. 

Many anima! populations die 
at a rate of 50 per cent or more 
per year. “How many of these 
deaths do we observe?”, he 
pondered. “For that matter,” 
he went on to say, ‘20 million 
ducks die every year from 
causes other than huniing. We 
see very few of these dead 
birds.” 

Ducks primarily dependent 
on cereal grains or hard seeds 
seem to be hit harder by lead 
poisoning than birds feeding on 
animal life or leafy plants. 

An unbalanced diet, par- 
ticularly a heavy diet of corn or 
rice, is believed to encourage 
lead poisoning in birds that 
ingest lead pellets, Smith says. 
For example, cortt-eating 
mallards may not be picking up 
as much lead as some other 
species but they appear to 
suffer more from lead poisoning 
than other species. ‘ 

The biology of lead poisoning 
is not the only consideration in 
steel shot discussions. The cost 
of steel shot shells is con- 
siderably more than con 
ventional shells 

“This problem is really a 
minor one for most hunters,” 
Smith said. “I think a hunter 
will admit that the money he 
spends on ammunition is 
peanuts compared to other 
hunting costs 


The average waterfowl! 
hunter is paying about $10 per 
bird bagged when all of his costs 
are considered 





Guns of older vintage, thin 


barrel guns, and some double- 
barrel shotgun models may be 
di 


naged in the choke area by 
steel shot. “We can't make 
statements about every model 
of gun in the steel shot matter,” 
Dr. Smith said 

“We do know that most 
shotguns will not be damaged 
or, if they are damaged, the 
changes that take place in the 
choke area of the barrel will not 
alter the life or performance of 
the gun. In some cases, though, 
hunters may want to purchase 
new guns for use with steel 
shot." 

Gunners annually deposit 
around 3,000 tons of lead into the 








environment. The Fish and 
Wildlife Service has taken the 
position that even when a 


hunter must purchase a new 
shotgun or rebarrel an old gun 
for use with steel shot, the in- 
convenience and cost are 
essary “‘if we are to stop this 
useless waste of waterfowl 
We're losing too many birds 
to lead poisoning,’ Dr. Smith 
stressed. ‘And the problem can 
only be corrected by a con 
version to non-toxic shot 
“Many forms of wildlife 
mortality cannot be prevented 
or controlled. The lead 
poisoning problem can." 
The Fish and Wildlife Service 











has tested over 1,500,000 rounds 
of steel shot in ‘tual hunting 
conditions. The performance of 
1‘s-ounce loads of steel is 
comparable to 1'4-ounce loads 


of lead, Smith said 
While steel is lighter than

Waterfowl seasons are under way 


linois waterfowl hunters 
have 50 days to hunt duck and 
70 days to harvest geese 

The duck season is open 
from one-half hour before 
sunrise to sunset daily until 
Dec. 11. 

The goose season continues 
through Dec. 31 in all but ‘the 
four-county quota zone. The 
hunting hours are the same 
as ducks. 

Quota zone hunters — 
Alexander, Jackson, Union 
and Williamson Counties — 
begin their season Nov. 22 


.and can hunt until Jan. 20 or 


until 22,000 geese have been 
harvested. Shooting hours 
are sunrise to 3 p.m. daily. 

Dlinois will use the point 
system for setting duck bag 
limits this year. The daily 
bag limit is reached when the 
point value of the last bird 
taken, added to previous 
birds, equals or exceeds 100 
points.

Southwest, coached by 
Howard Garrett, the man who 
replaced Dudley as coach at 
Lake Land Junior College, 
Charleston, when the Cougars’ 
head man came to SIUE six 
years ago, is off to a slow start, 
having won just once in six 
games. 

Last year, Southwest posted a 
19-10 Season, compared to 
SIUE's 12-15 campaign.

Diocese plans 
housing for 
aged persons 


Bishop Joseph A. McNicholas 
of the Catholic Diocese of 
Springfield in Dlinois this week 
announced formation of a 
special corporation to obtain 
government assistance in the 
filed of low-income housing. 

Ata press conference, Bishop 
McNicholas, in the presence of 
Mayor William Telford, 
members of the City Council 
and Members of the Community 
Development Commission, said 
that application for a govern- 
ment loan has been made to 
provide financial assistance to 
develop housing in a four-block 
area of Springfield, bounded on 
the east by 12th Street, on the 
west by 14th Street, on the South 
by Monroe Street on the west by 
Washington Street 

If the application is approved, 
the first project will be a facility 
for housing the elderly, and 
perhaps the infirm. Long-range 
projects may include con- 
struction of housing for low- 
income families. 

Bishop McNicholas said that 
while the first project will be 
initiated in Springfield, the 
corporation will be in- 
corporated to function in all 
areas of the diocese. 

He said the financial com-

He heard the original suit 
during a two-day hearing in 
Edwardsville Oct. 12. and 13 and 
issued the order dismissing the 
suit. 

In his post-trial motion, Hill 
alleges the court committed 
errors in determining that the 
suit had no validity 

He reiterated several major 
points of the suit, including ‘the 
allegation that the county's 
effort to create a special service 
area and to tax those in the area 
for the sewers is  un- 
constitutional. He says the 
county failed to follow the 
enabling legislation in creating 
special service area number 
one.

Since three members of the 
levee distriet board constitute a 
quorum, the three confirmed 
appointees will be able to 
organize, name temporary 
appointees to other levee 
district “offices and ‘conduct 
district-business until St. Clair 
County names its other two 
board members. 

Organization of the new 
district board will take place 
following the final meeting of 
the old board, also currently 
made up of three members 

The old board, consisting of 
William ‘‘Mike” Ebersoldt of 
Venice, Jack Scoville of 
National City and Robinson, 
will meetat 10 a.m. in the levee 
district offices to approve all 
outstanding salary bills and 
claims. 

The old board then will adjorn 
and turn the meeting over to the 
three: members of the new 
district which is then scheduled 
to elect a president, appoint 
district officers on a temporary 
basis and conduct other 
business. 

The current board was 
reduced ‘to three members as 
the result of the deaths last year 
of Charles Meyers and Romel 
Wilbon, both of East St. Louis. 
Previous board members were 
elected each four years 
Hereafter, all trustees will be 


‘named by appointment by the 


county board chairmen of 
Madison and St. Clair Counties 
in which the levee district is 
located. 

The levee district, established 
in 1907 to control drainage in 
side the Mississippi River 
levees, includes Granite City 
Venice, Nameoki and Chouteau 
Townships in Madison County, 
and East St. Louis Stites 
Centerville and Canteen 
Townships in St. Clair County. 
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Robinson told the Press- 
Record Wednesday that the new 
district's first major business 
will be preparation of the 1977 
district budget which usually is 
approved in January, He said 
the three members of the board 
will be able to proceed legally in 
such business until the other 


two St. Clair County members 
‘are appointed. 


During the past decade, since 
the district was deprived of the 
authority to issue bonds at will 
without a referendum, the 
district has been beset by 
mounting financial problems, 
with annual operating deficits 
often exceeding $600,000 

Efforts several years ago to 
separate the district along 
county lines, with St. Clair and 
Madison Counties operating 
their own districts, resulted in 
legislation favoring the 
separation. “Such a bill was 
passed in 1972 and signed into 
law by then Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie. 

But in June 1973, the Ilinois 
Supreme Court, acting on an 
appeal of a Madison County 
Circuit Court decision, held the 
split-up law was un 
constitutional 

Legislation to abolish the old 
district and form a new one was 
passed by the General 
Assembly in 1974 and was 
signed by Gov. Walker, That bill 
provided that the incumbent 
members of the levee district 
board would serve out their 
terms, which expire Monday 

As in the past, three St. Clai? 
county commissioners and two 
Madison County commissioners 
will constitute the boards. The 
law provides that the majority 
of three members are named 
from the county having the 
highest assessed valuation. At 
present, Madison County is only 
slightly more than $1. million 
less than the St. Clair County

The legislature was informed 
by labor unions, who sought the 
changes, that the insurance cost 
would raise only 18 per cent due 
to the added benefits. 

However, according to 
Heisler, insurance companies 
were allowed due to high claims 
to raise their rates 46.8 per cent 
based on the, changes in 
benefits. The companies filed 
again for a 9.6 per cent in- 
crease, but were allowed only a 
3.2 per cent increase. In May, 
after a hearing, the state ap- 
proved a rate increase of 24.3 
per cent 

In Illinois, 60 per cent of the 
claims before the hearing board 
are presented by attorneys, 
compared to between 15 and 20 
per cent in other states. Much of 
the claim monies paid by work- 
men's compensation are going 
for attorneys fees, according to 
the speaker. 

“Another factor causing 
problems is that the courts have 
lost sight of the fact that the law 
was set up for negligences. Now 
courts feel that just because a 
person is injured they must 
award a large sum,” Heisler 
said. 

“A medical review board is 
needed instead of an industrial 
review board. We” now have 


laymen sitting in judgement on 
medical problems," Heisler 
said. 

Heisler alleged that the new 
law suggests that notice of an 
accident should be given within 
45 days of the accident, many 
are not reported until cold 
weather sets in. He said this is 
particularly true in the trade 
unions. _ 

“Benefits payable must be 
looked at realistically," Heisler 
said. 

He noted that in one case the 
entire medical bills for a 
bruised back were $55 and the 
claim awarded was $4,175. In 
another case $184 was the total 
cost of treatment and the claim 
award was $4,089. 

Under the new law the 
waiting period has been 
reduced from 14 days to Mhree 
ays and the employe picks his 
own doctor, he said.

pollution solutions in Illinois—board

SPRINGFIELD — The fed- 


impossible for local govern- 
ments to comply with federal 
requirements in correcting 
sewage-related pollutidn 
problems, the Llinois Pollu- 
tion Control Board has found 

As a result, the PCB has 
amended its ‘rules to push 
back indefinitely the dates by 
which must deal 
with combined sewer over- 
flow problems. The Board did 
not, however, give.up its right 
to take action whenever 
necessary to halt actual 
existing pollution from these 
sources. 

A study two years ago indi- 
cated that Illinois would re- 


quire approximately $8.5 bil- 
lion to upgrade sewage treat- 
ment facilities and collection 
systerps, $3.1 billion of it for 
elimination and treatment of 
combined sewer overflows. 

Among the difficulties fac- 
ing the state in meeting fed- 
eral requirements, the PCB 
found, has ,been federal 
priority ratings which say the 
combined sewer overflow 
projects usually will be done 
only after sewage treatment 
plant upgradings have been 
completed. 

Federal regulations would 


provide grants up to 75 per 
cent of the totals if the work is 
done in compliance with 
procedures set forth by the 
federal agencies. 

But the PCB says, where 


the ry needs $8.5 yeh 
federal funding. projecte: 
through fiscal 1983 combined 


with. money available from 
the state’s anti-pollution bond 
will only an esti- 
rated $3.7 billion. Adding the 
local 25 per cent match fund- 
ing still brings the total avail- 
at to only about $4.6 billion, 
half the proj need.

Political future of Walker 
and Hartigan is uncertain

SPRINGFIELD — The 
election in Illinois was one 
totally devoid of surprises, 
but a unique one neverthe- 
less. 

The polls for weeks had 
predicted the landslide vic- 
tories of Republicans James 
R. Thompson for governor 
and incumbent William J. 
Scott for attorney general 
and Democrat Alan ‘J. Dixon 
for secretary of state. 

Although few polls were 
available on the comptrol- 
ler’s race, most political ob- 
servers had predicted that 
Democrat Michael J. Bakalis 
would defeat Republican 
incumbent George W. Lind- 
berg. 

There was little doubt, as 
reflected in the polls, that the 
race for president would be 
very close in Dlinois. Illinois 
was frequently cited as a key 
state, but by the time it 
reported in the presidential 
race had been decided.

Housing starts 
~ rise sharply 


The Federal Home Loan Bank 
of Chicago reports that 
seasonally adjusted housing 
starts in Illinois were up ]9.8 per 
cent in the third quarter of 1976 
from the second quarter. The 
rise marks the second con- 
secutive quarter that seasonally 
adjusted housing starts have 
risen in Illinois. 

Seasonally adjusted starts 
totaled 16,711 in the third 
quarter, up from 13,950 in the 
second quarter. 

The 1976 third quarter 
seasonally adjusted starts were 
43.2 per cent greater than the 
11,667 starts reported in the 
third quarter of 1975. Illinois’ 
actual 1976 third quarter 
housing starts in totaled 18,505, 
up from 17,936 in the second 
quarter. 

Actual third quarter starts 
are up 30 per cent from the third 
quarter of 1975, when starts 
totaled 12,957.

The most significant de- 
velopment was the colossal 
landslide scored by Thomp- 
son. His victory although 
anticipated was still surpris- 
ing in its impact. By winning 
so big he has strengthened his 
position as a potential presi- 
dential nominee in 1960. 

But before that can happen 
Thompson will have to deal 
effectively with a host of state 
problems including a deepen- 
ing fiscal crisis and in a two- 
year term at that. 

There are already doubts 
being expressed beneath the 
Statehouse Dome that he can 
do it. The fiscal problem 
alone may prove insoluble 
without resort to drastic and 
unpopular measures that 
would assure Thompson's. 
defeat in 1978. 

Some Capitol cynics be- 
lieve Thompson is riding a 
political roller-coaster which 
will take him down as fast as 
it brought him up. 

Thompson owes his huge 
victory to two basic factors: a 
Jong latent anti-Daley feeling 
beyond Chicago, and the fact 
that he was a “‘new face” ina 
year when voters everywhere 
were inclined toward change. 

‘The crushing of the once 
highly popular Michael J. 
Howlett was distressing to 
the latter's many friends, but 
even many of them think 
Howlett brought it on himself 

Had Howlett embarked on 
@ governor push of his own 
some 18 months or: so ago 
without waiting to be go obvi- 
ously hand-picked by Daley, 
be might have made a much 
better race of it. 

Tt will be a subject of 
debate in political circles for 
years whether Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley would have been 
wiser to have thrown his sup- 
port behind the announced 
governor campaign of Dixon 

instead of forcing him to step 
aside in favor of Howlett. 

But most political strate- 
gists believe that Dixon 
would not have received the 
huge Chicago primary vote 
that Howlett did and, al- 
though, doing better Down- 
state than Howlett, would 
probably have lost to Gov. 
Dan Walker. 

Dixon emerges from it all 
like the proverbial rose and 
has some interesting options 
for the future. His second 
landslide victory in a row was 
probably due in large 
measure to the fact that he 
was comparatively free of the 
Daley taint, having at least 


stood up to the mayor on the 
issue of slating for secretary 
of state rather than accepting 
the doomsday spot of lieute- 
nant governor. 

He also had a weak oppo- 
nent in Republican Senate 
Leader William C. 
who spent’ virtually nothing 
on television and radio adver- 
tising, relied almost entirely 
on old-style person-to-person 
campaigning. 

Some of Harris’ most loyal 
Statehouse supporters are 
still puzzled as to.why he got 
in the secretary of state's 
race in the first place after 
having announced he was 
retiring from the Senate to 
return to private life. 

The victory of Bakalis can 
also be attributed to some 
extent to the fact that beyond- 
Chicago voters vented their 
ire at Daley in voting against 
Howlett and were more 
charitable to Democratic 
state candidates further 
down the ballot. 

Despite the fact that he had 
Served one term as the last 
elected Illinois state superin- 
tendent of public instruction, 
Bakalis also probably bene- 
fited from the fact that he 
was regarded as a ‘new 
face” in politics. Like Dixon, 
he will undoubtedly seek a 
higher office in the future. 

‘The biggest casualty of all 
as far as political careers are 
concerned was Lt. Gov. Neil 
Hartigan, who would have 
preferred to have traded 
ballot spots with Dixon, 

Hartigan at 38 is young 
enough to make a comeback. 
‘The question is how? And 
when? 

“Because of the one-shot 
two-year terms candidates 
for the 1978 primary will be 
filing nominating petitions in 
scarcely a year from now. 
Méanwhile some fascinating 
possibilities lie ahead. 

Will Big Jim Thompson fall 
on his face as governor? 

Will Dan Walker come 
back? 

Is Dick Daley really 
through this time? 

We shall see.

Put together, the require- 
ments come ont that state 
and local governinents must 
identify pollution problems, 
assign priorities to correct 
them, can get federal funding 
for three-quarters of the cost, 
and must complete them by 
certain specified dates, while 
meeting federal rules and 
guidelines at all times to be 
eligible for funding 

However, the federal 
money is not available, is not 
likely to be forthcoming in the 
immediate future and the 
completion dates could only 
be met by governmental 
bodies proceeding on their 
own — a course which auto- 
matically cancels every pos- 
sibility of any federal money, 
any time 

If the compliance dates are 
not delayed until grant funds 
are available, the long-term 
cost will be an additional 
$2.25 billion, the board found, 
which amoritzed at seven per 
cent for 30 years would result 
in an annual cost to 
municipalities and. sanitary 
districts of $181,319,000. The 
additional tax burden on the 
average family would be

Bricks in such coke ovens are 
of special quality. to withstand 
the intense heat and they must 
be placed with meticulous care. 

Most of the brickwork at the 
battery ends was replaced, and 
repairs were made to bricks in 
the interior of thé oven 
chambers. 

Major repairs were made to 
gun flues, which carry gas used 
in heating the ovens, and to 
heating flues. Much of the steel 
in the battery also was 
replaced. 

The C oyens were cooled 
gradually over a period of three 
‘weeks to limit damage from the 
cooling process: Heat was not 
restored until necessary for 
initial coke production on Nov. 
4, and production gradually 
advanced to full scope during 
‘November. 

In the past, much of the heat 
was retained: during the 
reduilding of coke ovens, and 
heat shields were used to 
protect workers as they tied in 
new bricks with old, 

For example, when the A and 
B batteries were repaired and 
improved in 11973, they 
remained in operation, with 
cork concentrated on one to 
three ovens at a time and the

Steel boost may cause 
oil price hike—Carter 


Price increases by nine of the 
nation’s leading steel producers 
brought criticism’ Monday from 
President-elect Jimmy Carter, 
who said the action could 
prompt oil-producing nations to 
hike oil prices. next month. 

Mr. Carter said Monday he 
had communicated his concern, 
through aides, to the steel in- 
dustry 

U.S. Steel, the nation’s largest 
producer; Bethlehem Steel 
Corp., and Republic Steel Corp. 
on Monday joined six other 
firms, including National Steel 
Corp., owner of Granite City 
Steel, who earlier announced 
price increases on flat rolled 
products. The hikes went into 
effect Wednesday 

With National Steel Corp. in 
the forefront, announcing price 
hikes on Nov. 24, the five other 
firms following suit were Jones 
& Laughlin Steel Corp.; Inland 
Steel; Youngstown Sheet and 
Tube; Wheeling-Pittsburgh; 
and Armco Steel Corp. 

At the time of the initial an- 
nouncement, President Gerald 
R. Ford, ordered the Yederal 
Council on Wage and Price 
Stability to seek price, profit 
and expected sales data and 


make’ its findings public 
whether the increases are 
justified 


William E. Lilly III, acting 
director of the council, said, on 
Tuesday that the companies 
were raising their prices at a 
time when demand fdr steel is 
weak 

Vice-President-elect Walter 
Mondale called on the industry 
to reconsider the increases, 
which average six per cent for 
flat-rolled steel. He echoed Mr 


Carter's statements that the 
increases could signal oil- 
producing countries that the 
time is ripe for a hike in 


petroleum costs. 

Flat-rolled products are used 
mainly in the automotive and 
appliance industries, and 
consumers could soon feel the 
impact of the increases. in the 
form of higher prices for those 
products. 

The steel price increases, 
which range between $15 and 
$20 per ton, are the second on 
flat-rolled steel in 1976, making 
those products about 12 per cent 
more expensive than they were 
last year

Whitsell, supervisor of Nameoki 
Township, that he agrees a 
recent appellate court order to 
reverse the drainage flow in the 
Parkview Estates area could 
result in flooding in that sub- 
division. 

John K. Flowe, southern 
projects manager for the 
division, told Whitsell in a letter 
this week that the township or 
Parkview Estates residents 
should find some way to 
challenge the court order. 

“Additional court review 
would require a new ‘cause.’ 
Your subdivision residents or

the township or levee district 
might sue the road com‘ 
) missioner on the grounds that 
removing the culvert (under the 
Alton and Southern Railroad 
tracks) would cause damage to 
the subdivision,” Flowe said. 

Landowners on the east side 
of the railroad tracks sued the 
highway commissioner of the 
township and obtained a 
restraining order keeping him 
from enlarging the culvert 
under the tracks, alleging the 
work would flood their far- 
mland. 

A court order followed which 
ordered the commissioner to 
return the roads in the area to 
their original elevation and to 
return all drainage ot its 


natural pattern. Whitsell 
challenged the order, alleging 
the court was “ordering water 
to flow uphill,”* but an appellate 
court upheld the lower court 
decision. 

Whitsell asked Flowe to study 
the situation and Flowe visited 
the area and studied the 
drainage last month. The letter 
this week was the result of that 
on-site observation. 

Flowe found the water flows 
east when the ditch is full, while 
the court ruled the natural flow 
is to the west. He furthersnoted 
the railroad culvert obstructs 
the water in either direction and 
if a proper opening is not - 
maintained, there will be 
problems in Parkview Estates

the University of Chicago: 


Illinois, consistent, with the 
pattern for the entire nation, 
has been populated 
predominantly by a diversity of 
European stocks. 

The first Europeans to visit 
the region were probably the 
French Father Jacques 
Marquette, a Jesuit, and Louis 
Jolliet, an explorer. 

In their explorations begin- 
ning fn 1673 they, among other 
travels, ascended the Illinois 


River and crossed the portage 
to Lake Michigan. 

Father Marquette in 1675 
founded a mission at the Indian 
town of Kaskaskia near what is 
now Utica. 

Marquette and Joliet were 
followed in 1679 by another 
explorer, LaSalle, who built a 
fort in the Lake Peoria area and 
reached the mouth of the Illinois 
River in 1682. 

After explorations of this 
type, the French established 
permanent settlements 
beginning with Jesuit missions 
and trading posts. 

In 1699 French priests 
founded a mission in the oldest 
town in Illinois—Cahokia. 

In 1717, Illinois became part 
of the ‘French colony of 
Louisiana,

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Travelers learn merits of U.S. 


Travelers Abroad.paid no 
attention to faraway places at 
their last meeting, but reviewed 
the splendors of the United 
States, combining it with a 
Bicentennial celebration. 

The group met at Prather 
Junior High School and the 
speaker was Dan Rouland. 

“Our own country has the 


world’s largest canyon, the‘ 


largest trees, the tallest cacti, 
by far the most remarkable 
geyser and certainly the most 
scenic and diverse coastline,” 
Rouland said. 

In Yellowstone- Park, the 
geyser Old Faithful, true to ite 
name, erupts every 59 minutes 
and maintains this schedule 
throughout the year, the 
speaker said. The eruptions, 
which begin with a small burst 
of steam, rise steadily higher 
and higher. until they reach a 
height of 150 feet. They last five 
minutes and recur hourly 
without variation. 

While showing many pictures 
of the Grand Canyon, Rouland 
said travelers from ail parts of 
the world agree that its beauty 
and grandeur are unique. 

He showed views of Bon- 
neville Salt Flats, Zion and 
Bruce Canyon National Parks, 
the Great Smokies and Niagara 
Falls. 

The falls, on the American 
side, are hardly a tourist at- 
traction anymore, Rouland 
noted. Vast rock slides have 
required the government to 
change the river’s course so 
that the récks may be removed 
and thus preserve the falls’ 


beauty, he explained. The 
Canadian falls retain their old 
beauty, he added. 

‘The many monuments which 
immoralize the heroic journey 
of the Mormons to Utah in 1847, 
while the region still was 
Mexican territory, present a 
saga which the visitor can never 
forget, the speaker said 

Rouland concluded his talk 
with an account of his visit to 
the Bicentennial celebration in 
Philadelphia on July 4, 1976. 

All the street cars, many of 
the buildings and some of the 
streets were painted red, white 
and blue, and the region around 
Independence Hall, formerly a 
blighted slum area, had been 
transformed into a mall. 

Throughout the business 
district, Rouland said, enor- 
mous murals depicted historic 
scenes, such as Paul Revere’s 
ride, the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence, 
and Betsy Ross sewing the flag 

Visitors numbered over one 
million, and thousands of 
residents. in colonial costume 
marched through the streets in 
a parade which lasted 7% hours, 
Rouland said. 

At2 p.m. July 4, all the city’s 
bells were rung, including the 
old Liberty Bell, now housed in 
a new pavilion, which had not 
sounded for 40 years 

The ceremony concluded with 
the National Anthem and a 
million voices singing ‘Happy 
Birthday, America,;; ‘followed 
with a Tousing message by 
President Ford, Rouland 
stated.

3. Work to make citizen 
participation a rule rather than 
an exception in the federal 
block-grant programs, in order 
to assure that state, local and 
federal officials will be more 
directly accountable to the 
people affected by the 
programs. 

4. Give preference to multi- 
year funding to help com- 
munities plan more intelligently 
for the future and take ad. 
vantage of timely opportunities 
to get the most effective returns 
on their available funds. 

Secretary Hills said these 
“guiding principles’’ would 
enhance the special capabilities 
of each level of government, 


“and setting national goals,”’ 


and enable each to be more 
responsive and efficient 

“It is the federal government 
that has the most efficient 
means of generating revenues

said. “It is the state govern- 
ment that brings regionalism to 
governmental decision-making 
and provides a safeguard 
against inequities in local 
resource allocation.

Comment by Post-Dispatch— 
If the Administration's study of 
the steel price hikes announced 
last week is an attempt to kill 
them, it is a short-sighted one.

He intimated the 
world would be watching to see 
how Mr. Carter handles his 
predicted ‘‘testing’? by the 
Russians. 

He cautioned Americans not 
to expect the new President to 
solve all of the nation’s 
problems. "To do this, we would 
have to give him the authority, 
and that would mean we would 
surrender our rights and our+ 
freedom."’ 

He safd inflation is still the 
number one anxiety of the 
American public. 

“Congress is responsible for 
many of the problems,” he said.

House Republican, and Rep. 


Edward J. Derwinski, a leading 
Nlinois conservative, also were 





impressed 
Emerging from Mr. Carter's 
meeting with the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
last week, Percy said the 
president-elect asked him to 


talk to Mideast leaders, many of 
whom Percy knows, about a 
threatened oil price’ increase 

Percy said Carter believes a 
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price increase would be self- 
defeating and “would not be 
very good for our relationship.” 

Sen. Percy promised to call 
five to seven OPEC leaders 

Told that he appeared “‘vast! 
encouraged" by Mr. Carter's 
Congressional visit, Percy was 
asked if he indeed feels that 
“I am, really,” he said 
Carter has a way of reaching 
out which is quite remarkable.”

Congress ‘be brought in’ early 
on foreign policy, “not after a 
fait accompli,” and the senator 
seemed reassured by the 
response. 

Stevenson, whom Mr. Carter 
had considered as a potential 
vice-presidential candidate, 
told reporters he sees 
“tremendous strength” in Mr. 
Carter and belieyes that the 
campaign themes will become 
the foundation of future policy. 
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“My views about him haven't 


changed, but they: have 
developed~ some more,” 
Stevenson said without 
elaboration, implying he likes 
what he saw 


Stevenson was especially 
pleased with the Carter policy 
on government reorganization, 
inasmuch as it squares with his 
own philosophy that Gongress 
also needs to be overhauled. 

Stevenson is chairman of a 
select Senate Committee on 
Committees which has 
proposed reorganization and 
consolidation of various com- 
mittees. This will be an early 
issue on the next Congressional 
agenda. 

Like Percy, Stevenson said 
the meeting dealt more with 
procedures than substantive 
matters. 

Voicing confidence in the 
“potential for leader- 
" Sen. Stevenson said Mr. 
Carter expects ‘‘loyal op- 
position” from Congress. 

“Congress isn't here to be a 
rubber stamp,” Stevenson said. 

Congressman Anderson told 
reporters he thought the 
President-elect was ‘‘very 
forthcoming and wants very 
much to work with Congress. 
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“Republicans want to be 
cooperative when he can be of 
help on matters on which we 
can agree 

“However, a single meeting 
with the President-elect will not 


resolve all the differences 
between republicans and 
democrats. 


Anderson said he pointed out 
that House Demoerats when 
they caucus Dec. 6 are expected 
to propose the dismantling of 
the Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy. 

He suggested to Mr. Carter 
that his staff study the im- 
plications of this proposal 
before it becomes an ac- 
complished fact and impacts on 
his own pending reorganization 
plans. 


Cong. Derwinski said he 
found him ‘‘completely in- 
formed.” 

He said that Mr. Carter, 


“quite properly, acknowledged 
that he was the President-elect 


and not the incumbent, and 
should therefore confine 
himself to discussion of the 


transition and not to substantive 
issues. 

“I was impressed by his at- 
tempt to make a smooth 
transition,” Derwinski said

Wild garlic a 
problem now 


your calendar for spraying in 
late March or early April when 
wheat is about four to eight 
inches high. 

If garlic is a problem in 
fencerows, grass pastures, 
small grain stubble or non-crop 
waste area, late fall treatment 
should be effective. Treatment 
then is usually better than 
earlier treatments, as more 
plants are up and growing and 
can by controlled by spraying 

To treat non-crop land areas, 
apply two to three quarts per 
acre of 2.4-D ester. Best results 
are obtained on a fairly warm, 
sunny day. 

By using a well planned garlic 
control program this fall, 
spraying wild garlic in wheat in 
the ‘spring, and using good 
tillage and cultivating in row 
crops, the problem of wild 
garlic on your farm can be 
decreased.

Social service counseling on 
placement, care of ill, elderly 


For reasons of ill health, 
Grandmother could no longer 
care for herself. She was on 
several medications, and it was 
evident that she would require 
qualified persons to attend to 
her medical—as well as per- 
sonal—daily needs. 

Her son and daughter-in-law, 
both working full-time, live in 
the same city. Financially, they 
realize, neither one of them can 
afford to quit his or her job. Nor 
are they qualified to give the 
grandmother proper health 
care. - 

Her physician recommends a 
nursing home. Al they 
understand this might be best 
for her, their fondness for her 
causes them anxiety and 
confusion.

“Talking about and sharing 
feelings with other people who 
have the same problem 
probably are the most suc- 
cessful ways to relieve the 
anxiety,”” according to Debbie 
Thorsen, one of four social 
workers active in the pfogram.

Late adolescents face 
question of identity

“Who am 1?” Late 
adolescents—youths from 18 to 
21 or 22 years of age— pose this 


question of identity 

Conflicts over their personal 
values, actions and decisions 
during this transition period 
between adolescence and 
adulthood seldom leave them at 
rest emotionally 

The late adolescent is looking 
for a stable, balanced view of 
himself—one that would remain 
more or less steady through life. 

What a person thinks of 
himself comes from a variety of 
sources. It may come from the 
values of the community or of 
his family. Or, it may be from 
the values of conflicting groups 
of friends. 

Young adolescents either do 
as their parents have told them 

— or do the opposite. Either way of 
acting is expected and accepted 
as normal 

But late adolescents stand 
rather alone without clear 
guides as to how to act. 
Emphasis is often upon being 
free and “doing their own 
thing.” Yet they often lack the 
background” to proceed with 
sureness 

Trial and error or imitation of 
others may become the pattern 
for who they want to be, rather 
than the result of making well- 
thoughtout choices. 

The emerging adult cannot 
postpone these decisions 
forever. Distinct changes in his 
life may force the issue. There 
comes the time for moving from 
known, familiar environments 
to the unknown, impersonal 
world, whether the youth is 
starting a job, entering college 
or moving from home. All bring 
with them uncertainty as to how 
to fit in. 

With the move from the home 
shelter there is a certain 
amount of fear of how that 
world will accept and respect 
individual uniqueness and 
abilities. Questions threaten 





feelings of readiness and 
security in the decisions made. 
Anger may result* from the 
frustrations over deciding what 
to do and then trying to do it 

As late adolescents emerge 
into adulthood, decisions are 
made which will affect life for 
years to come. Characteristics 
are accepted which identify 
them with certain values and 
life styles. 

Parents need to recognize the 
struggles faced during these 
crucial years. But they must not 
forget the importance of 
allowing their late adolescents 
to make the final decisions.

New jails, prisons could 
curb crime—chief judge 


More and better prison and 
jail facilities are the keys to 
taking criminals off the streets 
and reducing crime, Harold 
Clark, chief judge of the Third 
Judicial Circuit Court, told the 
Crime Prevention Committee of 
the Tri-Cities Area Chamber of 
Commerce during a luncheon 
meeting in Granite City Monday 
afternoon. 

“If we had the’ facilities, we 
would be sentencing more of 
these criminals to serve 30, 60 or 


90 days in jail, rather than 
either setting free or 
sentencing them to state prisons 


where they are exposed to 
hardened criminals and other 
problems,”* Clark stated. 

*He said a new Madison 
~County jail should’ be the top 
priority for the county and 
should be supported by 
everyone wanting better law 
enforcement. 

Judge Clark also said more 
state prisons are needed, noting 
that the state has not built a new 
prison in many years. “They 
are holding a recofd number of 
prisoners this year and there is 
just not enough room," he said. 

The judge also said - con- 
tinuation of such law en- 
forcement programs as the 
Metropolitan Enforcement 
Group of Southwestern Illinois 
deserve high priority in state 
spending 

Chief Ronald Veizer of the 
Granite City Police Department 
and Chief Ralph “Dewey” 
Brawley of the Venice Police 
Department noted that the 
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MEG grant is about to expire. 
They urged that the program be 
continued, funded either by 
state or local funds. 

“These undercover officers 
from MEG are the only way we 
can deal with drug pushers. Our 
officers are known to the 
pushers and cannot be effective 
in stopping drug traffic,” Veizer 
said. 

Clark .also criticized the 
Department of Corrections and 
the State Parole Board, saying, 
“I can sentence a criminal to 50 
to 100 years in prison, but it is 
all out of my hands after that 
The Department of Corrections 
and the Parole Board then take 
over.” 

He said recent state proposals 
by Gov. Daniel Walker and 
others for flat time sentences 
for certain crimes, with no 
chance for parole, may be one 


answer to keeping criminals in 


jail longer. 

He said that abolishing 
Parole Board, which is inherent 
in most _flat-sentence 





legislation, would be worth 
taking the discretion of sen- 
tences from the judges. 

“(After 10 years of leniency on 
the part of the courts, I think we 
are seeing a turnaround. 

“In Madison County, you are 
seeing stiffer sentences and 
more prosecution. 

“When we get a new county 
jail, replacing the one we built 
‘over 100 years ago, there will be 
even stiffer sentences, even for 
first offenders,” Judge Clark 
concluded.
